duce his profits I,! Not in the least. "When he figures his costs of 
operation he includes his taxes, they are added to-pnce prouuction. 
On the whole "of that price production he must have a fixed per- 
'centage of return—for'one item of expense is no more important 
than another, except as to amount. The goods are passed to the 
wholesaler at production price arid profit. The wholesaler moves 
them along to the retailer, with his handling and profit price and 
the latter h»nds them out to the buyer with these extra charges 
and his own percentage added. Therefore in order to get one dol- 


rlar tax into the treasury the consumer has paid two or there- 
abouts. It would be better for him to pay straightaway. 


Now, that is the argument for a sale tax, but it isn t. alto- 


gether satisfying, For one reason the..manufacturer isn,t at 
aU 


satisfied with the excess .profit tax; he is much set agr-inst it, 
which he wouldn't be if it were just a mere matter of figuring to 
pass it on to the next fellow. Time and time again he is confront- 
ed -with a condition where he must take what he can get and not 
•what he asks. The ress his goods cost him to produce, the less his 
chances of loss and the more his assurance of profit. 


Then the average consumer .is more distressed over knowing 


he is paying a tax at the time than his rather-vague apprehension 
that the tax eventually falls upon him. Offer him an article at 
tl 50 and ordinarily he will take it without demur. Offer him the 
•ame article at $1.00 and tell him the government tax is 10 cents 
Mid. he will get on his hind legs and howl. 


If the government does impose a .sales tax it ought to accom- 


uanv it with a provision that the retailer .shall include whatever it 
» in his selling price, without mention. Should this not be done 
voe to the administration at the next election. 


Which the same is again a point, in favor of a sales tax.
